The ' Back to the Land” 
organisation desires that these ranches should 
be now commandeered by the Government, and 
worked by migratory labour for a period of 
three years. Lven if the war ended to-morrow, 
food would be limited owing to the shortage 
iof tonnage. During the three years negotia- 
tions could go on for the transference of the 
untenanted land to suitable young men in the 
district in thirty-acre, or so, allotments. The 
production of food is a matter of national 
concern, and only Government control of labour 
and land will solve present difficulties. 
For the information of other counties, I here 

ive the programme of the ' Back to the 

and”’ movement, as drafted nearly three 
years ago: 

(1) The division of the untenanted ranches 
and such ranches as the owners are willing to 
sell among the sons of farmers and labourers, 
able and willing to work. 

(2) To obtain grants for farm implements, 
seeds, and manures, eo that men of small means 
may adopt a tillage system, instead of 
meadowing their allotments vear after year. 

(3) To secure grazing plots for poor men's 
cows and young stock, and meadow plots for 
winter feeding of same. 

(4) The establishment of milk stations where 
milk w now difficult to obtain by labourers 
and the poor.

one result would be the growth of shops in these 
suburbs, and they would have to consider what 
was to become of the shopkeepers in the city if 
their customers were taken to the suburbs. 
The first question to be considered was what 
were they going to do with the Dublin tene- 
ment houses. Whilst he was in favour of every 
workingman having his own separate dwelling,

The Edinburgh 
Corporation had statutory power to insist on 
certain structural alterations before a building 
could be let in tenements. They should also get 
power in Dublin to purchase some of the tene- 
ments and to confiscate the derelict sites of the 
city. (Applause.) It was most necessary that 
proper sanitary accommodation and an adequate 
water supply should be provided for the tene- 
ments. He thought that the working classes 
should be asked to pay an economic rent for 
the house they occupied if they were given a 
house which waa decent and fit for occupation, 
(Applause.) 

Mr. William Field, M.P., expressed pleasure 
at the fact that for the first time they had a 
representative of the Government in the chair 
at such a meeting. In his opinion this housing 
question could not be solved until they had a 
large amount of State aid. (Applause.) The 
City of Dublin was one of the oldest cities in 
the Empire, and the people were crowded in 
the city to such an extent as probably did not 
exist anywhere else. The existing state of 
affairs was nothing less than a public scandal 
and, though he did not wish to introduce poli.

The War Cabinet have approved this proposal, 
and have decided that corresponding restrictions 
shall be placed upon the release of wines and 
spirits from bond. A bill for the above pur- 

s will be introduced in the coming session of 
arliament, 

In order to prevent forestalments, the Com- 
missioners to Customs and Excise, acting under 
the authority of the Treasury, have given direc- 
tions which will restrict the daily deliveries of 
wines and spirits out of bond during the period 
ending on ist March next to amounts not ex- 
ceeding the daily average for the year, 1916. 

Explaining the new Order to representatives 
of the Press last night, Lord Devonport, said :— 
In the first place, I desire to say these steps are 
in no way to be taken as a measure of temper- 
ance or social reform. The bald fact is that the 
barley, sugar, and other ingredients used in 
brewing are required for food. In fact, I think 
I may say it is really a question of bread versus 
beer. The effect of the restriction from the 
point of view of figures will be this:—The new 
restrictions will reduce the output of beer to 50 
per cent, of pre-war figures, and when I use the 
term pre-war res I have in my mind the 
financial year ending 1914, so that the action is 
not tainted in any way by the war. In that 
year the output of beer amounted to 36,000,000 
standard barrels. The reduction that will take 
place now will restrict production, so far as 
beer is concerned, to 18,200,000 standard barrels. 

The food side of the reduction is represented 
by 286,000 tona of barley, 36,000 tons of sugar,

and 16,500 tons of grits, a brewing ingredient. 
It is also going to have a direct and favourable 


| effect on meat and milk production, because it 


will set free for the use of agriculturists a 
reentage of offals than are at present 
from brewers’ grains. At the present 
moment the brewer returns 25 per cent. of the 
barley he uses in brewing in the shape of feed- 
ing offals, but barley when milled—and that is 
what is going to happen to it now—gives 60 per 
cent. of flour, which is direct human food, and 
the remaining 40 per cent. is returned in the 
shape of millers’ offals. 
Referring to the statement that any restric- 
tion of brewing would have indirect injurious 
effect on feeding staffs used by agriculturists, 
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Lord Devonport declared that under the new 
restriction the contrary would be the case, and 


| remarked that the purpose for which this 
| barley was largely to be devoted would give a | 


far greater yield (the difference between 25 and 
40 per cent.) of offals for the service of agricul- 
turists.

Motor Tractors at North Wall.—Quite a 
respectable number of motor tractors for the 
cultivation of Irish lands have arrived at the 
i North Wall within the past few days, and 
| yeaterday some further samples were hoisted 
yy crane out of ships and set down ashore. 
Some of the motor ploughs had evidently seen 
service elsewhere before crossing the Channel, 
but were nevertheless ready for business here. 

Chilled Beef imports.—Yesterday a Dublin 
import traffic which has been for tome time 
past more or less conspicuous by its 
almost total absence showed signs of 
resumption at the North Wall quays. 
The traffic concerns refrigerated beef and 
mutton carcases. An expansion of the trade 
in dead meat imports to something like its pre- 
war dimensiong would have excellent effects in 
the way of bringing down meat prices to a 
less elevated position than at present, and 
would be warmly weleomed by families of 
moderate means. 

Greengrocers and Allotment Schemes.—Some 
of the Dublin greengrocers are by no means 
pleased with the idea of each family cultivating 
a cabbage patch, and complain that such an 
extensive scheme for the home growing of 
vegetables will seriously reduce, if not destroy, 
the businesses which they have been at pains 
and expense to build up and maintain. 
Curiously enough, there appears to have been 
a reduction in the retail prices of vegetables 
lately in some quarters of Dublin, and whether 
“held up” stocks are now being released in 
view of the general public taking to farming 
ia an open and interesting question. 

Registrar-General's Weekly Figures.—The 
births registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
last week numbered 198, and the deaths 204. 
The deaths represent an annual rate of maor- 
tality of 24.4 per 1,000 of the population. In 
Dublin City the rate was 25.5: Ifast, 19.5; 
Cork, 23.1; Londonderry, 22.2; Limerick, 27.1: 
and Waterford, 15.2. In the Registration Area 
tuberculous disease caused 20 deaths, cancer 5 
pneumonia 15, organic diseases of the heart 
and bronchitis 30, Six deaths were due to 
violence and two to drowning. One ocese of 
homicide and one of suicide were recorded.

Two Irish banks have held their annual 
meetings, and in each case the Chairman 
has noted as the “main feature in the 
balance sheet the large increase in de- 
posits. The amount deposited in the 
Provincial Bank of Ireland, which deals 
largely with the northern counties, has 
risen during the past year by almost 
£700,000 to a total of £7,467,207. De- 
posits in the Munster and Leinster 
Bank now amount to £9,058,511— 
an increase during the year of 
£1,488,968, which is equal to one-fifth of 
the amount held at the beginning of 1916, 
The Bank of Ireland has published its 
balance sheet, and the amount of deposits, 
not including Government accounts, is 
stated at £13,495,819—£602,474 more 
than the amount six months earlier. The 
Bank holds more than 
£5,000,000 on deposit, and thg National 
Bank £17,421,129. The National Bank, of 
course, does a great deal of business in 
England, but the bulk of its deposits are 
lodged in Ireland. These five bauks 
among them hold £50,000,000 of Irish 
still have given no 
account of the Royal Bank and of the 
various northern banks which, while lend- 
ing to northern business men, draw de- 
posits largely from farmers outside Ulster. 
lt is safe to say that the money on deposit 
and on current account at the banks to the 
credit of the Irish farming community 
must be many millions of-pounds, and 
that the increase during the past year 
alone must be reckoned in millions, We 
have allowed for the fact that some part 
of the total represents the current 
accounts of industrial firms and public 
bodies. On the other hand, it is certain 
that the greater part of the recorded 
increaso stands for the profits oí 
agriculture in the past year alone. 
Banks, through their branches, are very 
closely in touch with the state of trade in 
the country, and we have no doubt that

The Chairman of the Munster and 
Leinster Bank suggested as one of the 
causes—not the main ‘ecause—of the re- 
markable inflow of deposits the fact that 
the rate of interest was attractive. 
It has been attractive enough, indeed, 
according to the standard of pre-war 
years. The banks allow, at present, 3 per 
cent. on deposits. The British Govern- 
ment, however, offers 5, per cent.—the 
actual return on the new 5 per cent. War 
Loan issued at 95. Cautious men may 
think that they ought not to “lock up” 
their money in War Loan. The expres- 
sion is misleading. A bank deposit, to 
rank for interest, is usually laid for a 
definite period—as a rule, not less than 
three months. From the end of February | 
onwards War Loan can be realised on the 
Stock Exchange in a few days. Again, it 
may be said that the bank returns the 
deposit in full, whereas securities are 
subject to depreciation. The fear is 
natural in view of investors’ experience 
in recent years—in fact, in recent months. 
Anybody who scans the bank reports 
which have been issued this month must 
be struck by the large amounts which 
have been set aside against depreciation 
of the banks’ own investments. For five 
years past, at least, banks have had to 
allocate sums to a special reserve on that 
account, because the market prices of 
securities in their ‘possession have 
dwindled steadily from the prices at 
which they were bought. Last year, for 
reasons which are well understood by 
business men, there was a particularly 
heavy fall jn the market prices of most 
securities. The 4} per cent. War Loan. 
was down to 94 for some time, and any 
subscriber to the Loan who, being pressed 
for cash, had to sell his holding, would 
have lost £6 in every £100 on the trans- 
action. It is important, then, to notice 
that special steps have been taken to pro- 
tect the new Government security against 
the risk of depreciation. We have re- 
counted these steps in a former article, 
and it is enough now to say that the 
chance of losing any part of the principal, 
if the security should have to be realised, 
is extremely remote. 

The cautious man may raise another 
objection. He believes that he is wise to 
deposit money, when he has it, at a bank, 
so that the bank manager, having imme- 
diate evidence that he is a man of sub- 
stance in the ordinary way, may treat him 
well if he should need to borrow at any 
time. We believe that this reasoning is a 
great factor in the choice of Irish farmers 
between sit and investment of their 
money. It ought not to operate against 
investment in War Loan; for any bank will 
lend readily at any time on the security. 
In a word, there is every reason why the 
bulk of private deposits in the Irish banks 
should be invested in War Loan, and no 
reason to the contrary. It may be thought 
that we have overlooked one important 
obstacle—the requirements of farmers in 
connection with the extension of tillage 
this year. We have not overlooked it. 
The banks will lend the money required 
for this development, and the interest on 
the War Loan will pay the bank’s intorest. 
Then, when the bortower’s profits on his 
tillage arrive, he will repay the bank ; 


Loan will belong to the holder, and he 
will have the security to the good. Many 
persons whose deposits in the banks repre- 
sent an accumulation of recurring profits 
ought to invest more than the present 
amount of their deposits. For example, if 
a man knows that £100, which he will 
not need to touch, is coming to him, say, 
by this time next year, or if, being a trader 
oc farmer, he reckons that he will have 
acquired that much in clear profit by that 
time, a bank will lend him the money for 
investment in War Loan. It will charge 
him £5 interest. The interest on the Loan 
investment will be £5 5s., so that he will 
be more than clear. It is important to 
notice that income tax will be chargeable 
only on the net profit, not on the whole 
dividend. The investor repays the bank 
when his expected money comes in, and 
the security, with its further interest pay- 
ments, 1s his entirely, The people in Ireland 
who own these millions of pounds which 
are on deposit at the banks will be very 
foolish if they do not get 5) per cent. on 
their money at once and for the next 
twelve years certain, instead of the 3 per 
cent. which they are allowed now and the 
smaller rates which may obtain at a later 
date. The banks, which already have large 
holdings in Government Stock, have their 
reasons for preferring that their customers 
should invest individually, instead of de- 
positing their money for investment by 
the banks. The money will go into the 
Treasury coffers in either case, but we 
advise depositors to get the profit for them- 
selves. 


Naval Affairs. 


The report of the German Admiralty 
on Monday night's destroyer action in the 
North Sea suggests a parallel with its 
report on the battle of Jutland. On that 
occasion it claimed to have inflicted on us 
as much loss as it could possibly allege 


report, and admitted on its own side only 
such losses as it was utterly impossible to 
deny.. Afterwards, as information became 
available to the world from neutral ports, 
it was constrained to admit further losses. 
In the present case it claims the sinking 
of one British destroyer and the observa- 
tion of another “in a sinking condition.” 
This is possibly an honest misconception, 
based on the fact that one of our destroyers 
was first torpedoed by the enemy and 
subsequently sunk by our own ships. The 
German Admiralty’s admission of losses, 
however, is palpably dishonest. It re- 
cords only the arrival of the damaged 
flotilla-leader V 69 in the Dutch port of 
Ymuiden—where the vessel will doubtless 
be interned—and states that “all our 
other boats returned with slight losses.” 
A mere consideration of the character of 
the engagement—or, rather, engagements, 
for there were two—sufliciently disposes of 
this claim. Two divisions of German de- 
stroyers, thrgmtened with being “ frozen 
in” at Zeebrugge, attempted to run for 
the north German ports in the dark. 
The second division was engaged 
near the Schouwen Bank, some twenty- 
five miles north-west of Zeebrugge, 
and, after a “short and sharp engage- 
ment,” in which one of our destroyers was 
torpedoed, ran back to port. The first 
division was surprised further north, off 
the Dutch coast. The Admiralty states 
definitely that ono enemy destroyer was

funishment ” may be regarded as modest. 
This latest proof of the vigilance and 
efficiency of our flotillas, however, must 
not distract public attention from 
the continued success of Germany’s 
submarine campaign. The total of 
losses in merchantmen for the past three 
months is four hundred and seventy, 
of which nearly two hundred were British. 
Tt is somewhat superfluous, in this situa- 
tion, for Germany to threaten us with a 
“new submarine campaign.” The enemy 
are doing their worst already, and it is 
serious enough. Whatever losses in sub- 
marines they may- be suffering—on which 
question the Admiralty preserves a stub- 
born silence-—the steady toll of merchant 
ships continues, and its cumulative effects 
are growing into a factor which will in- 
creasingly dominate the later stages of the 
war. Apart from direct action against 
the submarines, it can only be countered 


on our side by the building of new ships 


with all possible despatch, and by a 
drastic reduction in the quantity of all 
save the most necessary imports.

The Rebellion. 


To-day’s list of honours “ for services 
rendered in connection with the war” 
includes the names of a considerable 
number of officers and men who did 
conspicuously good work in the sup- 
pression of ‘the Irish Rebellion. It 
is proper and natural that these names 
should not be distinguished in any way 
from those of soldiers who have won dis- 
tinction in France and the East, The 
Irish Rebellion was a German stroke 
against the Allies, and the men who de- 
feated it have served their country in 
exactly the same way as those who have 


pushed back the German legions on the 


Somme. In one respect, indeed, their 
task was more difficult. In “these very 
disagreeable operations,” as Sir John 
Maxwell called them, English and Irish 
soldiers were compelled to fight against 
men who owed—though ‘they had _ be- 
trayed it—allegiance to the British 
Crown. Jt was a most painful duty, 
and we are well assured that every 
one of the men who are honoured to-day 
for service in the Irish Rebellion would 
most gladly have escaped, if it had been 
possible, the occasion of that service. On 
the other hand, the State would have 
treated them most unjustly if it had failed 
to recognise their valour and devotion. 
The verdict of the Irish public will be that 
the honours, as a whole, have been 
awarded wisely and well. We are parti- 
cularly glad to see that Brigadier-General 
W. H. M. Lowe, C.B., has been promoted 
to the rank of Honorary Major-General. 
The Rebellion began at noon on Easter 
Monday. General Lowe, who commanded 
the Reserve Cavalry Brigade at the 
Curragh, arrived in Dublin in the small 
hours of Tuesday morning, and was in 
supreme control of the military operations 
until Sir John Maxwell’s arrival on the 
morning of Friday. During the three 
most critical days of the Rebellion General 
Lowe handled his troops with fine ability 
and restraint. Chief among the other officers 
whose excellent work is now recognised 
are Brigadier-General Byrne (now In- 
spector-General of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary), Brigadier-General Portal, who 
“rushed” the cavalry column from the 
Curragh, and Colonel Fane, of the Sher- 
wood Foresters, who was wounded when 
leading his battalion to the grim attack 
at Mount street Bridge. The Distinguished 
Service Order is awarded to Major G. A. 
Harris, of the Trinity College O.T.C., and 
to Major Ivon Price, who will find in this 
mark of his country's esteem compensation 
for the outrageous attacks that were 
made on him in the House of Commons, 
A thoroughly well-deserved Military 
Cross is given to Captain E. H. Alton, 
O.T.C., who, by his prompt organisation 
of the defence of Trinity College, saved 
Grafton street from the fate of Sackville 
street. The names of Miss Louisa Nolan 
and Miss Florence Williams, in the list of 
awards of the Military Medal, may puzzle 
English readers, but they are well and 
honourably known in Dublin. They are 
the names of two brave women who rescued 
wounded soldiers under the fire of the 
hottest fighting in the whole record of that 
hideous week.

A correspondent of the Westminster 
Gazette throws some fresh light on the 
genesis of President Wilson's ip policy 
as expounded in his Note and speech to 
the Senate. As soon as the Presidential 
election was decided a writer, signing him- 
self “Cosmos,” began the publication in 
the New York Times of a series of articles 
making a number of suggestions regarding 
peace. ‘“‘Cosinos” is believed to be Dr. 
N. M. Butler, President of Columbian 
University, and an intimate friend of Mr. 
Wilson. The outlines of Mr. Wilsons 
proposals are to be found in these articles, 
sometimes in language almost identical 
with that afterwards employed by the 
President. Particular stress is laid in 
these upon the “freedom of the seas, 
which is defined as the exemption from 
capture or destruction of all property not 
contraband at sea. But it is noticeable 
that “Cosmos,” unlike Mr. Wilson, con- 
siders that ‘‘a durable gg depends upon 
the victory of the Allies in the present 
war, and upon the establishment of the 
srinciples for which they are contending.’ 
f Mr. Wilson thinks that, too, he would 
have done better to have avoided the pro- 


A news-agency states that an effort will 
be made in the debate on the Address to 
discuss the Notes and speeches of Mr. 
Wilson. Unless, however, an allusion is 
made to them in the Speech from the 
Throne, which is, of course, quite pos- 
sible, such a discussion would probably 
be confined to the small group of 
“wacificists,” and will not carry more 
weight than Mr. Snowden's intervention at 
the Trade Unions’ Congress. No pro- 
minent member on either of the Front 
Benches is likely to give it countenance. 

The sugar trouble in London becomes 
more and more acute. In some districts 
grocers demand that customers shall ex- 
pend at least seven shillings before they 
will give one pound of sugar. In others 
the grocers are actually dictating what 
customers shall buy to get even half a 
pound. Lately people have been advised 
to make use of golden syrup as a sub- 
stitute for sugar, but it is probable that 
there will be a shortage of that material. 
In these conditions it is not surprising 
that many people are giving up the use of 
sugar altogether. 

if, as many people think, the Food Con- 
troller should have to settle the sugar 
question by rationing the population, he 
will have no Jack of examples before him. 
Owing to th® large cultivation of beet in 
Germany sugar is not so scarce there as 
in some other countries. A provincial 
paper. speaks of half a pound per head 
per week as a reasonable allowance. In 
some of the rural districts, however, only 
150 grammes, or barely six ounces, are 
allowed. In France, from the ist of 
February, sugar cards will be introduced, 
and the amount per ad will be 750 
grammes per month, or about seven ounces 
a week; while in Denmark the amount, 
also.issued by the card system, is two kilo- 
grammes a month, or almost exactly a 
pound a week. JBefore the war the con- 
sumption of sugar per head in the United 
Kingdom was more than a pound and 
three-quarters per week. 

That the scarcity of sugar is 
by the Food Controller is evide 
announcement to-night that the b 
beer is to be restricted to seventy 
of the output for the current financial 
rear. This will increase the amount of 
arley, sugar, and other brewing jn- 
gredients available for food, and he p to 
economise tonnage and labour. : Wines 
and spirits are to be placed under similar 
restrictions, and only seventy per cent. of 
the year’s supply will be released from 
bond.

My 
correspondent engaged them in conversation at 
a late hour. Afver some Dutch bock beer, they 
ry, recovered their spirits, and began to 
sing Luther's well-known hymn, “ Ein feste 
burg ust unser Gott,” but they added an origi- 
nal ending : 

“A tower of strength our God doth stand, 

But our German strength is sand” ~ 

In contrast to this, I may add that, while 
my correspondent was conversing with the Ger- 
mans inside [ was outside watching the dead 
bodies of their comrades being carried, unknown 
to those inside, under Dutch flags through the 
street to the mortuary. 

The following is the story of one of the petty 
officers, a warrant officer :— 

“ My watch on deck was from 6.30 p.m. yes- 
terday (Monday) to 12.30 this morning. We had 
left port at 1 p.m. on Monday for an ordinary 
patrol so fur as we knew. With one other de- 
stroyer, we formed a rearguard to the flotilla of 
eleven vessels, whose commander flew his flay 
aboard our ship. As all was quiet during tlo 
night, I went below after my watch, but, feel- 
ing uneasy, I put on my overcoat, and went 
on deck at three a.m. 

“It was a clear night, and, as nothing hap- 
pened, I returned to my bunk. I had hardly 
been there five minutes when the alarm bell 
rang, and I hed to take up my post on deck 
to look after the ammunition supply. I had 
just reached the deck when we discovered the 
enemy abeam at long range, and opened fire. 
The enemy's marksmanship was very accurate, 
and we were soon hit. : 

“We tried to get home to a German port 
by all possible means, but we wonder how we 
got away, for we were faced by two British 
squadrons of four to six big ships each. There 
must have been treacliery, because all pre- 
cautions had been taken to avoid being over- 
taken. Both steering gears having been de- 
stroyed, and also the compasses, we steered by 
the stars and by our screws. If it had not been 
for four British destroyers whom we sighted 
when we were off Ymuiden we should have 
reached the mouth of the Ems. As soon as we 
sighted them we decided to run the ship ashore 
on the Dutch coast. As we were not sure at 
what point we wereg a Dutch steam trawler 
told us that we were off Ymuiden, and might 
make that port. 

“The main action took place about thirty 
miles off Zeebrugge. We escaped as far as we 
know owing to the fact that we were the rear- 
guard. We do not know what happened to 
the other vessels, but they must have got it 
badly. This is my fourth destroyer. My escape 
in the Jutland battle was a good deal more 
miraculous than this. I have been in three 
raids on the English coast.”’ 


v 69 STILL AT YMUIDEN.

An enemy raid attempted against our 
trenches south-west of Loos early this 
morning was beaten off without diffi- 
culty. A number of dead and wounded 
Germans were left in our hands. Our 
casualties were very slight. 

Another hostile party was caught under 
our fire last night south of Hulluch, 
and driven back with loss.

On the rest of the front the night was 
calm. 

During the day-time yesterday Lieu- 
tenant Guyner brought down his thirtieth 
German machine.

During the 22nd 
twenty-six aeroplanes of the British Naval 
Air Service bombarded the blast furnaces 
at Burbach, Sarra Valley, which ap- 
peared to have sustained considerable 
damage.

They 
could be no more bitter than those of Belgium, 
and it is the chief blot on I 
views that he still places Belgium and Germany 
on the same moral level. 

The Toronto Mailgand Empire says :—-There 
has always been freedom of the seas, and there 
always Will be freedom of the seas if the Allies 
win this war. 

The Montreag “Star, alluding to Président 
Wilson's statement that no right anywhere 
exists to hand peoples about from sovereignty 
to sovereignty, as if they were property, says :—

THE CLYDE DEPORTEES. 
MR. HENDERSON REPLIES 


TO ATTACK. 


(SPECIAL TELEGRAM.) © 
MANCHESTER, Wrpnespar. 
The deliberations of the Labour Party Con- 
ference were continued to-day in the Albert 
Hall, Manchester, under the presidency of _Mr. 
G J. Wardle, M.P. : ' 
The Chairman announced that Mr. Henderson 
had received the following telegram from Mr. 
Lloyd George :— ' | 
“Congratulations to your colleagues on the 
decision of Labour to take its share of the 
burden of responsibility for directing the 
affairs of the Empire during, ‘this great 
struggle for freedom and international rights. 
There was an outburst of cheering when the 
message was read, but a few indulged in 
scoffing laughter and derisive applause. 
WORK FOR DISABLED SOLDIERS. 
Mr. Ben Turner, of Batley, moved a resolu- 
tion protesting against the work of resetting 
the disabled soldiers and discharged munition 
workers into new situations being deemed a 
matter of charity, and against this public 
duty. being handed over either to committees 
of philanthropic. or benevolemb societies or to 
any of the military or recruiting authorities. 
Mr. Turner remarked the the men in the fight- 
ing line had been through the blackest . hell 
during the last. two and a half years, and 
those at home should be prepared to see that 
they did not return to an industrial hell. 
(Hear, hear.) 
Mr. Bell (Furnishing Trades) seconded. 
The resolution was carried. : 


“ AFTER DEMOBILISATION. 

The subject of demobilisation was introduced 
by Mr. Bellamy (Railway Workers), who pro- 
posed a resolution ealling upon the Government 
to formulate its plan, and make in advance 
all arrangements necessary for coping with the 
unparalleled dislocation of industry as regards 
demobilisation, and denouncing the idea of any 
discharged soldier being driven imto the 
clutches of the Poor Law. 

A number of the delégates complained that 
even now men who had left the forces were 
not being treated with fairness, and one 
speaker remarked that what was going on in 
the streets “should be quite enough to bring 
the Government out of power at once. 

The resolution was adopted. 


THE CLYDE DEPORTEES. 

Mr. W. H. Hutchinson (Engineers) proposed 
a resolution demanding the restoration after 
the war of all the trade union rules, conditions, 
and customs that prevailed before the war. 

Mr. David Kirkwood, Glasgow, who was one 
of the Clyde deportees, then rose to speak, 
and was received with great enthusiasm and 
shouts of “ Bravo” by a section of the dele- 

ates. There were also ironical shouts of 
“Where's Lloyd George?” Mr. Kirkwood 
proceeded, amidst the plaudits of his friends, 
to read a statement on behalf of the Clyde 
deportees. An endeavour, he said, was made 
by those in authority to break the spirit of 
the men on the Clyde. Mr. Lloyd George's 
public policy was dictated by the spirit of the 
service state. (Hisses.) He was accompanied 
at Glasgow by Mr. Arthur Henderson, who, by 
joining the Cabinet, lost the confidence of the 
workers. (Cries of ‘‘ Nonsense.) He was 
elected to be independent, and they thought 
he would remain independent. (Hear, hear.) 
“ Unfortunately for my personal comfort,"’ con- 
tinued Mr. Kirkwood, ‘‘ I confronted Mr. Lloyd 
George. I told him I distrusted him, and that 
his name was associated or tainted with slavery. 
Every Clyde worker who questioned Mr. Lioyd 
George’s methods is now deported or in prison. 
(Shouts of ‘‘Shame”’ and ‘ This is fighting for 
liberty. ) I am no criminal. I am required 
to sign a pledge to behave obediently to my 
trade union, but that I have done al! my life, 
and why should I sign such a degrading and 
humiliating pledge? It is only to whitewash 
my persecutors. When I leave this Confer- 
ence,’ Mr. Kirkwood added with solemnity, 

won't return to deportation—I go home 
to Glasgow or I go to prison.” 

This declaration roused the supporters of 
Mr. Kirkwood to a high pitch of excitement. 
They rose, gesticulated with fervour, waved 
their agenda papers, and looked angrily at the 
platform where Mr. Henderson was seated. 

PANDEMONIUM. 

The demonstration ended with three cheers 
for the deportees, and, whén the noise had 
subsided, this section of the party made per- 
sistent calls for a reply by Mr. Henderson, but 
in the hubbub it would have been impossible 
for the right hon. gentleman to have been heard 
had he at once risen. The rival elements in the 
hall occupied the next few moments in hurlin 
uncomplimentary epitheta at each other, ang 
pandemonium reigned for @ time. 

“Why don’t you reply, Henderson?” ejacu- 
lated one burly pacifist. “ He's got no answer,” 
exclaimed another,” and then came the retort, 
amidst rousing cheers, ' Henderson won't run 
away, you bet.” Women in. the gallery took 
part in the chorus, and the Chairman had to 
call them to order. 

Some minutes had elapsed before the dele- 
gates had settled down to quietude. 

Then Mr. Henderson rose and remarked—You 
have evidently come to the conclusion on the 
statement of the one side of the case. (A 
Voice—‘' There is no other.) Well, if there 
is no other, I cannot understand the desire of 
the Conference to hear me. (Cheers.) If you 
are prepared to have an investigation into the 
whole case, | am prepared to have it reported 
upon by any committee that this Conference 
cares to appoint. (Cheers.) ' ; 

Mr. Henderson then told of the efforts which 
were made by Mr. Lloyd George and himself. 
lt was not a question of recognition of the 
Trades Union. at issue had never been in 
doubt, but Mr. Lloyd George was told in the 
modt cool and calculated manner, “ You will 
only get your munitions when you hand these 
works over to our control.” 

There was only a slight cheer at this. 

Mr. Henderson remarked—I notice that few 
have jhe audacity to applaud such a demand, 
for whatever might be said about handing over 
works to the workers at other times, I will ven- 
ture to say that this is not the time when we 
should have a revolution of that. description. 
(Cheers.) I believe trade unionists will be serv- 
ing their own pur best if they demand full 
and complete recognition, and not make the 
foolish and absurd demand in the midst of the 
world’s greatest war that the workshops shall 
be handed ovér to their control. (Cheers.) 

Some interruption followed, and Mr. Hender- 
son retorted—I have taken my gruelling, and I 
will give a little back to them. (Cheers.) J do 
not ‘wish to burke inquiry, but I may say that 
the deportations was an administrative act with 
which 1 had no responsibility, and for which I 
was not consulted. (A Voice—'' You were jointly 
responsible.””) 1 am no more responsible for 
some things done by the Government than some 
of you are responsible for what some of the dele- 
gates say at this meeting. He went on to say 
that he had left no stone unturned to get the 
men returned, and if some of the others de- 
ported were not back at their work and homes 
the fault was not at all on his side. As this 
was a vital matter to the Trades Union move- 
ment, he suggested that the Conference should 
appoint a small committee to investigate, and 
he would take the responsibility, without con- 
sulting with the Prime Minister, of gn ie that 
every paper and witness required should be 
placed at their disposal, in order that the in- 
vestigation should as full and complete as 

ible. He would be prepared to abide by the 
conclusions of the report. If he was repudiated 
he would take their repudiation, but he should 
take it knowing that he had been repudiated 
after investigation, which, he thought, was the 
birthright cf every Englishman. (Loud cheers.) 
' Mr. R. Smillie (Miners’ Federation) said the 
Committee of Inquiry would be of no service. 
(“Oh, oh.”) It was the question of a man being 
deported without trial that mattered.

Further consideration of the 
address by Americans friendly to the 
Entente does not change the views expressed yes- 
terday, that the President, in proposing — peace 
without Victory,” has rendered Germany the 
greatest service of the war, as that is exactly 
what Germany is praying for. She is asking 
for peace before she has been decisively de- 
feated. On the other hand, Germans and Ger- 
man-Americans are perfectly satisfied, even 
jubilant. “Peace without victory” is magni- 
ficent, and did not the German Emperor send 
the great, Dernbure to America to preach ne 
“freedom of the seas?” A couple of months 
ago the Germans wanted Dr. Wilson defeated; 
now they are rejoicing that a kind Providence 
saved them from their own folly.
